He is by calling an apostle of bitter 
black nationalism, but Malcolm X is : 
practiced and adept at the white man's 
art of communications. He stood in the 
middle of a packed conventioneers* 
meeting room in a Midtown New York* 
hotel last week, smiling now and then 
at the cameras, dabbing at the sweat 
that pebbled his brow under the hot T\' d 
lights, and talking about why he was 
quitting as a hierarch of the stridently 
anti-white Black Muslims. And when he 
had finished his press conference, 
lady reporter burbled: "He's so cfatrm-] 
^ing— so intelligent." 

He is both; in an almost ingratiating 
way, Malcolm announced plans— and 
even invited white financial support— 
for a new Brand X nationalist movement 
that believes in racial separation, non- 
nonviolence, and guns. 

Cbarlsaattei The message was a 
chilling prelude to a second long sum- 
mer of revolt-the more so because of 
Malcolm's self-made skills as a fiery', , 
spellbinding, and undeniably charismatic"' 
leader. Moreover, though he still con- 
siders himself a Muslim, he planned to 
package part of his wide-ranging pro- 
gram in a secular wrapper-and thus 
keep it apart from the exotic Islamic 
preachme nts that have helpe d s t u nt tiie 
Muslims* at their estimated hard-core 
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strength of fewer than 10,000. Indeed, 
tho ugh T national civil-rights -I*aA>rfr 
wanted no part of him, some local-level 
hotbloods were queuing up for dates. 
Actually, Malcolm was leaving behind 
little more than his place in the Muslim 
mainstream (and, so he said, his most 
celebrated convert, the world's heavy- 
weight champion, Cassius X). He plans 
to call his new operation the Muslim 
Mosque, Inc.; he still pledges spiritual 
allegiance to national Muslim overlord 
Elijah Muhammad, even if Muhammad 
did bring on the split by suspending 
Malcolm for calling President Kennedy's 
assassination a case of "the chickens

cQjnjngJtipme to roost." For that, M al- 
colm blames not Muhammad rnmself -but 
other national leaders who have the 
boss's ear and who used the quote as 
an e\cuse to "force me out." "If you 
put the wrong information into a com- 
puter," Malcolm told Newsweek's Peter 
Goldman, "it can only come back the 
way you put it in." 

Thus, his departure was not a total 
break with the movement he joined in 
1948 while doing time in prison as a 
convicted thief (and, as he is fond of 
pointing out, a Christian). His new 
mosque will still teach the Muham- 
mad message; separation, moral self- 
improvement, economic self-sufficiency 
-and, ultimately, an exodus "back ... to 
our own African homeland." 

But. during his three-month exile, 
M alcolm co ncluded that the Muslim s 
hact stiffetr their own growth partly "By 
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not , working hard enough (or^juUfi_ur- 
gent goals he now plumps for: "better 
food, clothing, housing, education, and 
jobs tight note." And his mosque will 
K-ive a "political apparatus" as well-a 
nonsectarian wing dedicated to sweep- 
ing out "Negro politicians who are pup- 
pets for ... outside [i.e., white] forces." 
He got straight to the point at his 
news conference: this "threatens to be 
a very explosive year on the racial 
front and ... 1 myself intend to be very 
active in every phase of the American 
NVpvn struggle for human rights"— e\- 
f cept the nonviolent, integrarionist phase 
■<li.it has thus far pre-empted the field. 

* "ft is criminal." he said blandly, "top 

* teach a man not to defend himself when 
he is the constant victim of brutal at-j 
tacts. It is legal and lawful to own a) 
shotgun or a rifle. We believe in obeying 
the law.

The Ominous Malcolm X 
Jxits irom the Muslims

ist week the Negro civil rights 
movement was shaken by a rift in 
the strong and mystical ranks of 
the Nation of Islam, the "Black 
Muslims." Malcolm X, the shrewd 
and personable Harlem leader of 
the sect who has been its most 
prominent national spokesman, 
abruptly announced he was quit- 
ting bis ministry and organizing 
a black nationalist political move- 
ment of his own. 

Of far greater impact on Negro 
civil rights leadership than the 
Muslim split itself was Malcolm's 
surprising decision to join the civil 
rights fight this summer — and even 
Ttry to lad it. Up to now he hasJj 
(been a sideline critic of civil rights'! 
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demonstrators. He has sneered at 
them both for their methods of 
passive resistance and their ulti- 
mate aim — integration. Malcolm 
X, like the leader of the Black Mus- 
lims, Elijah Muhammad, is an 
adamant archsegregationist who 
insists American Negroes must 
separate from whites — as an in- 
dependent state in the South or 
through mass migration to Africa. 
J The schism between Malcolm 
» and Elijah Muhammad has been 
1 growing for months. Elijah, little 
' known personally outside of the 
Islam movement, suffers from 
asthma and several times during 
the past year was rumored to be 
close to death. Malcolm X had be- 
come the Muslims' spokesman and 
dynamo. And this has reported- 
ly aroused the jealousy of Elijah 



Muhammad's own family, who ex- 
pect to inherit the leadership. 

Last December Malcolm was 
temporarily suspended from duties 
in Harlem's Temple No. 7, ostensi- 
bly for intemperate remarks he 
made after President Kennedy's 
assassination. During the suspen- 
sion he scored a coup when Cassius 
Clay, the new champion, revealed 
he was a Muslim and that Malcolm 
had converted him. Shortly after, 
Malcolm said he was suspended 
indefinitely from his duties — and 
he promptly quit the movement. 

He took pains to swear contin- 
uing loyalty to Elijah Muhammad 
and to reaffirm his religious faith 
as a Muslim. But, said Muham- 
mad, "whenever a brother walks 
away from us, all is gone. Mal- 
colm's doing more running off at 
the mouth than he can back up/ ' 
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hiny Negroes agree with Mu- 
hammad that Malcolm has un- 
plugged himself from his power 
source and that his fortunes will 
suffer. But predominant opinion, 
particularly in Harlem where he 
is known best, is that Malcolm's 
violent opposition to white men 
will prove compelling to many Ne- 
groes who until now have gone 
along with the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr.'s peaceful approach. 

"I don't believe in passive resist- 
ance," Malcolm X explains, calm- 
ly enough. "Every Negro ought to 
have a weapon in his house — a 
rifle or a shotgun. Any Negro who 
is attacked should fight back; if 
necessary he should be prepared to 
die like a man, like Patrick Henry. 
Any Negro leader must be pre- 
pared — and must tell the people 
who are following him to prepare 
— to go either to jail, the hospital 
or the cemetery. But not without 
a fight, not without a reason." 

Malcolm expects for the present 
to find his financial and political 
base in Harlem where, he con- 
tends, "Ninety percent of the peo- 
-pt*.feel as I do, admit it or not." 
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Then, having announced his 
move, Malcolm went into seclu- 
sion to map out his organizational 
structure. But already his dialogue 
was taking form: 

► On Negroes in the Armed 
Forces: "If {Martin Luther) King 
and the others can tell Negroes to 
boycott buses or industries or 
schools, I see no reason why they 
cannot boycott the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. I don't think any 
Negro should fight for anything 
that does not produce for him what 
it produces for others. Whenever 
a Negro fights for 'democracy,* 
he's fighting for something he has 
not got, never had and never will 
have. If I'm wrong, then all the 
other boycotts and civil disobedi- 
ence are wrong too." 

*■ On paying taxes: "If I'm to ride 
second class on an airplane, I don't 
pay first-class fare. If I'm a second- 
class citizen, 1 should not have to 
pay first-class taxes." 

► On separatism: "The American 
Negro has been unhappily mar- 
ried to the U.S. for 400 years. We 
can't get along, so let's be intelli- 
gent and get a divorce. But let's 
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Us* 



have a property settlement. Give 
us our share of what the over-all 
joint property is worth." 
*■ On Americanism: "A cat can 
have kittens in an oven but that 
doesn't make them biscuits. I was 
bora in Omaha; that doesn't make 
me an American. Africa is home." 
*■ On the Washington March: "It 
was a gimmick to hold things in 
check. It was like putting Novo- 
cain in a sore tooth. If the tooth 
hasn't been pulled or fixed, it's 
hell when it wears off. The Negro 

! leaders got the people there, put 
on a show, promised we'd be back 
t in September if there was no civil 
t rights bill. There's still no bill— 
and no more marching." 

► On nonviolence: "If you think 
I'll bleed nonviolently, you'll be 
sticking me for the rest of my life. 
But if 1 tell you I'll fight back, 
there will be less blood. I'm for 
reciprocal bleeding." 

► On the South: "When 1 speak 
tjof the South, ) mean south of Can- 
ada. The whole U.S. is the South." 
''► On police brutality: "Any dog 
h" sicked on to any Negro should be 

shot. I think there will be dead po- 



lice dogs before the yeaV IS over." 
Malcolm X will find scant wel- 
come when and if he offers his help 
and his ominous philosophy to 
other Negro leaders. "I think it 
is very unfortunate," says Martin 
Luther King, "that Malcolm X 
continues to predict violence . . . 
in tbe past the constant prediction 
of violence has been a conscious 
or unconscious invitation to it. 

"But if the civil rights bill is wa- 
tered down at any point, it can 
lead to a despair and discontent 
in the Negro community that may 
well bring about a dark night of 
social disruption. And responsible 
Negro leadership will find it much 
more difficult to keep the struggle 
disciplined and nonviolent." f 

Malcolm X puts it more sav-t

The "New York World Telegram" of March 16, 1964, in a 
headline article named "2nd Boycott Loses Steam" narrated that a 
second boycott of city schools was staged on March 16, 1964, hut 
Board of Education attendance figures showed it was less than 
half as effective as the first school boycott held February 3, 1964. 
The Board said a total of 268,024 children were absent from their 
classes on March 16, 1964. Normal pupil absenteeism runs about 
1 00 , 000 a day, which means about 166,000 absences could be 
attributed to the boycott. Normal school attendance in New York 
City is over 1,000,000 students. During the February 3, 1964 
boycott, the Board reported absences of 464,362, which was about 
363,000 above normal. About 160 schools in the city were picketed 
on March 16, 1964, as compared to 300 schools picketed at the 
February 3, 1964 boycott.

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Black' Muslims split 
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eaaers battle

The Black Muslims are being split 
by a battle for power between the Ne- 
gro extremist group's two leaders, 
Elijah Muhammad, the self-styled 
"Messenger of Allah," and Malcolm 
X, who was until recently Muham- 
mad's first lieutenant and chief spokes- 
man. 

In the past few weektMalcolm X, 
minister of the group's wbsq 
in New York City, has challenged Mu- 
hammad's authority by soliciting sup- 
port for himself .among other Black 
Muslim local leaders around the coun- 
try. 

Muhammad, last reported at his 
winter home Li Phoenix, Ariz,, is des- ■ 
cribed as outraged by his subordin- 
ate's audacity. In Information leaking 
out of the ultra-secret group, Muham- 
mad is pictured as weighing whether 
to expel Malcolm X as a rebellious 

malcontent. 

> • • 

WHATEVER THE outcome, the 
struggle is viewed as significant be- 
cause of the Black Muslims' far-out 
position on NegTo civil rights. The Black 
Muslims, candidly anti-white and anti- 
Christian, advocate not integration 
but a totaly separated Ne^ro society. 

The movement has beer, grow jig in 
several Northern ar.a border industrial 
cities and in a few pl:.?ss in the South. 
Estimates of Black '->.lus. m. member- 
ship range from 15,000 to 250.0C0. 

The fight between i'uliammad and 
Malcolm X wa-. tri^j.ered by Mal- 
colm's -comment o.: President Ken- 
nedy's assassination, but apparently 
had been brewii-./ for a longer time 
over the questior . : a successor to the 
aging Muhammad.

MALCOLM X, a 38-year-cld ex-con- 
vict, made a speech in New York en 
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Dec. 1 in which he said that the assas- 
sination was an instance of "chickens 
coming home to roost" and that chick-., 
ens coming home to roost "have al- 
ways made me glad." 

He also criticized Mr. Kennedy as 
having conspired with white literals 
and with Negro leaders :o achieve ..o 
more than "tokenism" Li advance 
the Negro cause. 

Muhr.nmad, who shuns public at- 
tention, quickly suspended Malcolm < - 
the group's spokesman, accused him c. 
failing to "follow the way of Islam'- 
and proclaimed *«hat he would allow 
Malcolm io continue as a minister but 
not to "speak In public."

M.lLCDl.M X replied he was ac- 
cepting; ...e rebuke. He affirmed that

Though the Black Muslims stress 
rigid discipline and total adherence 
to Muhammad as their sole prophet, 
Malcolm X's obedience to his superior 
was something less than whole-hearted, 
it was learned.

movement — Is an Islamic sect, 
adapted by American Negroes for Amer- 
ican Negroes, with a secret member- 
ship that could be anywnere from 90,000 
to 350,000. What is preached in Its 
temples, or mosques, is a doctrine of 
black supremacy (for black men are 
"divine"), hatred of the white man (for 
whites are "devils"), and complete sep- 
aration of the races. The Muslims reject 
integration as completely as does 
Mississippi's Senator James Eastland. 
They believe that they have the answer 
to the masses of Negroes who live In 
economic despair and are groping for 
racial dignity. 

Negro civil rights leaders who fight 
for Integration are "Toms" and "white- 
man's niggers," according to the Mus- 
lims. The sect says it seeks a separate 
black nation in America — the nation of 
Islam — with its own army and flag, 
but it has never said bow it proposes 
to achieve this secession nor from what 
part of the United States it proposes to 
carve its nation " • 
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Officially, the Black Muslims preach 
*= — nonviolence and honor the law, "Many L "* 
outsiders, however, feel that there 
Is the threat of violence implicit in 
the fanatical preaching of nee hatred. 
In the rigid discipline maintained toy 
members, and in the secret army — the 
black-clad Fruit of Islam — well-drilled 
units schooled in the use of firearms. 
But experts describe the movement's 
posture as one of "contained aggres- 
siveness," largely because of the con- 
cepts of its charismatic leader, Elijah 
Muhammad. 

^S^CCORDING to legend, the move- 
ment began when a "Prophet" appeared 
Detroit In the nineteen- thirties de- 
nouncing Christianity anU the white 
man. Before "disappearing," he ap- 
pointed Muhammad as his "Messen- ) 
ger" and endowed him with divine guid- 
ance. Muhammad, born Elijah Poole in 
1897 at Sandcrsville, Ga., Is the un- 
educated but dynamic son of a Baptist 
minister. The Muslims began to thrive 
under Muhammad about the time the 
civil rights movement spread in the 
fifties. Temples and commercial enter- 
prises supported by Muslim money grew 
and flourished in various cities though 
headquarters were in Chicago where 
Muhammad sat He and his son* — and 
notably his son-in-law, Raymond Shar- 
rieff. Supreme Captain of the Fruit of 
Islam — were all-powerful author- 
Italians. Eschewing politics and the 
vote, keeping their strength secret, they 
welded a monolithic organization. They 
demanded and got bttnd and unswerv- 
ing obedience to the spiritual leader, 
Elijah Muhammad.

CERTAINLY the sect', moat adept 
strategist, uncompromising in bis 
contention that Negroes win never 
get Justice from white people, has

Malcolm UtUe in Omaha. Nebr, be to 
an ex-convict who absorbed the Mus- 
lim religion while serving * seven-year 
sentence for larceny in Massachusetts. 
Once out of prUon, he shed bis 
past life (along with his original sur- 
name, as well as an alias, "Big Red") 
and adopted the new tost name X. This 
is common practice among Muslims, 
who adopt th* symbolic X to connote 
the mystery of their origins. 

Tall, dynamic, with rugged good 
looks, Malcolm rose in the sect to be-

His flam- 
boyant style, bia biting humor and the 
brutal clarity of his logic— the white 
man is responsible tor the degradation

leaders unhappy. And in the 
past few months as he began 
to overshadow Muhammad and 
the Chicago-based official*. 
Muslim leaders also became 
unhappy. Muhammad moved 
to silence him. His opportunity 
was not long in coming. 

When Malcolm X told a 
Black Muslim rally At Man- 
hattan Center that the assas- 
sination of President Kennedy 
was an instance of "the chick- 
ens coming home to roost," 
Muhammad rebuked him. Bay- 
ing. "He will not be permit- 
ted to speak In public." That.

; Malcolm's career. 

But after 90 days of si- 
lence, he broke the code with 
a public announcement on 
March 8 that he was leav- 
lng the Muslims to organize 
his own party. He told a tele- 
vision audience. "It hard to 
make a rooster stop crowing 
once the sun has risen." He 
claims that he has only cre- 
ated a new mosque in New 
York, the Muslim Mosque, Inc. 
But he calls his philosophy — 
political, economic, social and 
cultural — "Black National- 



ema to Muhammad's Mus-^ 
lima. Yet Malcolm X 'psist: 
that he Is "and always will 
be" a Muslim and that, » far 
as he Is concerned, Muham- 
mad cannot reject him be- 
cause no Muslim can be re- 
jected by the spiritual head.

The 
three elements that distinguish 
his new party from the old 
group are: (1) personal inde- 
pendence that will allow him 
to act, speak and be seen as

Later, 
Malcolm told a press confer- 
ence that Negroes "should 
form rifle clubs" to defend 
their lives and property. 

"All the past actions of the 
demonstrations and the sit-ins 
and boycotts have been imma- 
ture, boyish; that's why," he 
added contemptuously, "they 
call the Negroes 'boys.' " The 
time has come for Negroes to 
fight back, he said. He in- 
tends to tell the Negroes 
"that what has been called the 
Negro revolution In the United 
States is a deception practiced 
upon them, because they have 
only to examine the failure of 
tjua so-called revolution to pro- 
duce any positive results in 
the past year- I shall tell them 
what a real revolution meana" 
In my conversation. I 
asked him: "Do you expect 
then to initiate a Cuban or an 
Algertar.-style revolution?" 

"I say that if you follow the

Allah that He has given to me. 
Now l,c has turned away to go 
after something that he him- 
self has been criticizing — to 
the civil- rfgliters' movement." 
Then Muhammad added 
quietly, 'This particular work 
of reforming the so-called Ne- 
gro, so he can take his place 
In .society, cannot be done by 
anyone who has not got with 
him divine guidance. It Is 
absolutely divine work, guided 
divinely. Malcolm had that as 
long as he was with me.'' The 
old man underscored this 
heavily and, It seemed, sadly. 
"But otherwise he does not 
have it. I think religious sci- 
entists and scholars know 
that our people will have to 
be completely reformed — and 
Malcolm's way Is not the way t 
to reform them." 

• • • • 

IT! HE reaction lo Malcolm's 
JL new rnlc by-national civ- 
il-rights leaders ranges from 
skepticism lo puzzlement and 
worry. Some claim Indifference 
to the split in the Muslim 
movement. The Muslims, they 
say. were really repudiated by 
the Negro masses at the his- 
toric march on Washington 
last year, which dramatised 
how deeply the Negroes be- 
lieve In and seek an integrated 
America. They have been on 
a decline ever since, and 
Malcolm's breakaway was a 
move of desperation, after his 
public rebuke, since he saw the 
handwriting on the wall. 

Some in this group believe 
that Malcolm Is a creature 
of the press, radio and televi- 
sion. As one spokesman put 
It. 'They seem to get ■ mas- 
ochistic kick out "f Malcolm's 
giving them hell." 

As for Malcolm's statements 
about 'self-defense." they be- 
lieve that he will be as unsuc- 
cessful In selling the masses of 
Negroes on rifle clubs and vin- 
lent action as he was In selling 
them on a separate state. 

Other Negro leaden are 
skeptical of a real split In the 
Muslims. They have known 
for some time that Malcolm 
and other yourur Muslim 
leaders were convinced that 
the Muslims were JieJd__bMh 
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by their aloofness from the 
civil-rights movement. Now 
they are wondering whether 
Malcolm has suddenly become 
a dedicated man or "remains 
a charlatan." As one expert 
put it, "He may be a Tro- 
jan horse proceeding, under 
the guise and protection of 
Muhammad, but actually ma- 
neuvering to get into the 
civil-rights movement." These 
leaders are adopting a wait- 
and-see attitude. They neither 
condemn nor cheer the "new 
Malcolm," but will wait and 
study his program and his 
sponsors. 

As Roy WUkina, executive 
secretary of the N-A-A.C.P. 
puts it: "We do not know 
whether he intends to help 
American Negro citizens in 
their civil rights campaign, 
or whether he really is serious 
in wooing them to some kind 
of a Black Nationalist sep- 
arate state." 

Certainly Malcolm's attempts 
to appeal to Christian as well 
as Muslim Negroes, and bis at- 
tempt to make his temple all 
things to all black men trou- 
ble many objective outsiders. 
Some Chicago Muslims are 
in his corner. It is expected 
that other young Muslims In 
the New York and Washington 
temples will follow, as may 
the disgruntled from the 
N.A.A.C.P. and CORE (the 
Congress of Racial Equality), 
as well as from the unorgan- 
ized masses. 
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T is this last, unknown quan- 
tity — the masses of Negroes 
who do not belong to the civil- 
rights movement — that con- 
cerns many thoughtful observ- 
ers- 
Prof. C. Eric Lincoln of 
Clark College, author of the 
definitive study of the Black 
Muslims, says: 

"There Is an increasing num- 
ber of Negroes who feel that 
nonviolence has run its course, 
and they are disillusioned." 
Only the other day, on his 
college campus in Atlanta, 
eight Negro student leaden 
met .with an advisory group 
of leading white Atlanta citi- 



zens. The student leaders t'Old 
them that what used to be a 
student movement "now in- 
volves the total Negro com- 
munity." And this, retlccts 
Professor Lincoln, includes 
people who are not necessarily 
committed to the philosophy 
of nonviolence. 
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F immense interest to ob- 
servers, as Malcolm opens his 
drive for recruits to his politi- 
cal party, is its financing. He 
has said that he will accept 
money from any source, in- 
cluding white people who, 
however, can't join his group, 
"because when whites Join an 
organization, they usually out- 
join it." There Ls speculation 
whether Malcolm will be get- 
ting at least petty cash from 
his most picturesque recruit 
to the Black Muslims, the 
heavyweight champio n of the 
world, Cassius X iClavi. The 
22-year-old fighter whom a 
Negro reporter has dubbed 
the Clown Prince of the move- 
ment, is constantly in Mal- 
colm's company and expects, 
to live on Long Island to bj 
near Malcolm's home. ] 

Leaders of unquestioned sV\l 
ture in the civil-rights move- 
ment are concerned not so 
much with the personality of 
Malcolm X as with the condi- 
tions in a community that 
make it possible for any op- 
portunist to exploit and cap- 
italize them. Whitney Young, 
executive director of the Na- 
tional Urban League, ob- 
serves: "As long as you have 
the poverty, the poor housing, 
the bitter conditions that 
nourish the despair, there 
wilt always be people around 
like Malcolm X or John X or 
any-X." 

And Professor Lincoln con- 
cludes: "The fact that Mal- 
colm X believes that a Black 
Nationalist party is possible or 
ls needed is a reflection upon 
the distance we still havi? to 
go to make the Negro believe 
that the white man is sincere- 
ly interested in ha vi ;-.'.; the 
Negro participate equally in 
the common values of (his 
society."

And In the next breath, 
be tells you that he was the only Negro 
In his grade school In a small town In 
aouthern Michigan, and that his was the 
only Negro family In town. 

It Is impossible to take Malcolm JTs 
words seriously— unless you are willing to 
accept, at various times, both aides of 
every question. Sooner or later, he works 
both sides. 

He Is the sort of man who would be 
wonderful at a cocktail party, if his Muslim 
beliefs would allow him to attend, because 
he never lets conversation las- But he 
would be less effective when there is a need 
for action, because at the present due, 
his contradictions must breed contusion. 

It Is dangerous to dismiss Malcolm light- 
ly He is too eloquent, too effective at 
stating a situation— even though he offers 
no practical way out of the situation— to 
be Ignored. The trick, a difficult one, Is to 
try to figure out Malcolm Z. It Is a game 
that almost evei? thinking person In Har- 
lem is playing these days. 

EVALUATION 

If you sit and listen around the bars and 
grills In Harlem— In Frank's and the Palms 
on 125th St., In Jock's and Small's and the 
Shallmar on Seventh Ave., you can see the 
clergymen and the small politicians and the 
lawyers and the doctors trying to gauge 
Malcolm X. 

No one knows the extent of his power— 
possibly because he has never put nil 
power to any real test. 

No politician will associate himself com- 
pletely with Malcolm. . 

But none will completely disassociate 
himself, either. 

They are waiting, waiting to see If Mal- 
colm X, now that he has opened his ranks 
to people who do not follow the strict 
Muslim precepts, will draw large numbers 
of followers. 

And they debate bis manner and his 
methods. 

"Malcolm X is a genius," a lawyer was 
laying in the back room at Jock's. "He is 
the most brilliant speaker I have ever 
beard." 

"Malcolm X is a creation ot the white 
press," said a doctor In Frank's. 

"Malcolm X Is a phony," amid a man 
at the bar in the Shallmar. "All ha Care* 
about is Malcolm X — and money." 

And Malcolm X alts back In hfe twhi- 
folding chair on the second floor of the 
Hotel Theresa and smile* and vetches • 
alow trickle of convert* oome through iris 
door, matched by a trickle of White re- 
porters trying to figure him out 

And It Is amusing, and strange, to sea 
that Malcolm X, the voice of Black nation- 
alism, seems to expend his greatest ebarm 
and the most time on the whites, not 
Negroes, who walk through " 
blackened doors.
